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PREFACE. 



By those who admit the fitness of the Inspired 
Records for poetical illustration — and the contrary 
opinions (although such have been held) might dis- 
qualify much of the richest poetry in our language — it 
will, perhaps, be agreed, that none more adapted for 
that purpose could be found, than those portions the 
illustration of which is attempted in these pages. The 
abrupt and mysterious advent of the great Prophet; 
the mighty transactions of his ministry; the miraculous 
agencies committed to his hands ; his infirmities, even, 
and passions like our own ; and the crowning glories of 
his career, all combine to excite the imagination, and 
to fill and impress the mind. There are attitudes more 
sublime than that of the hoary bard, hurling " ruin on 
the ruthless king ^^ from the heights of Conway ; and 
touches of pathos in his history deeper than any un- 
inspired thought could have conceived. A modern 
writer, indeed, has said, " The life of Elijah is, in the 
truest sense of the word, a Poem, an inspired Epic.^* *

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In like manner^ the events presented by the sacred 
historian^ after the institution of Monarchy in Israel, 
are among the most momentous that the annals of 
nations furnish. The noble, but ill-regulated character 
of Saul — his early promise, and speedy declension and 
fall ; the youthful gallantry of his ill-fated son, and the 
gentle episodes of his friendship with the future suc- 
cessor to his own forfeited birthright ; the vicissitudes 
of David^s story ; the fatal prosperity of the wisest of 
men, and the mournful eclipse of his virtues and great- 
ness ; the subsequent disruption of the kingdom, and 
the degeneracy and crimes of the succeeding dynasties ; 
these, like the moving or dissolving pictures of the pre- 
sent day^ succeed each other with unexhausted interest, 
and awaken every variety of emotion. They combine 
the strangeness of romance with an authenticity which 
no other histories possess ; and are filled with pro- 
foundest lessons to nations, to sovereigns, and indivi- 
duals. A classical fancy might almost find in the 
unhappy Saul, with his impulsive valour, and )ns 
tragic end, another Achilles; and in David — his 
desert wanderings, and varied hardships-a younger 
Ulysses. 

Poetry fulfils best its high vocation when, through 
the play of fancy and the music of rhythm, it deals with 
man as a being formed for immortality ; aims to exalt 
and purify his moral nature ; and recognises a Divine 
government and a Divine revelation. The great clas- 
sical epics were in this sense religious, for although their 
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mythological machinery was impure and false^ it was 
all that they were acquainted with ; and their authors 
did not^ like the unhappy Shelleys and Keats of 
modem times, ignore or repudiate a theology too 
high for their apprehension, or too pure for their love. 
Our own ' Paradise Lost/ the greatest of epics, is but 
an amplification — ^by genius almost superhuman — of 
the opening revelations of the Pentateuch. The 
' Night Thoughts * of Young, though too exclusively 
didactic and painfully monotonous, owe to the Scrip- 
tares an unequalled subUmity. Cowper's religion and 
morality run, like a golden thread, through every page 
of his graceful verse. Thompson crowns his noble 
Temple of Nature with a yet nobler hymn to her great 
Author. Gray, in the greatest of his too sparing con- 
tributions to our poetical stores, finds access to every 
heart, by blending the mortal and frail in our nature 
with the unseen and undying. Goldsmith paints in 
the village church and the village pastor the fairest 
features in his deserted landscape. Pope (to go further 
back in the regions of the muse) has transplanted into 
his Eclogue the richest flowers of prophetical song ; and 
his ' Essay on Man ^ teaches, but on insufBicient foun- 
dations, an elevated and spiritual morality. While 
Dryden gives, in a few immortal lines, an ideal of the 
true aim and scope of the lyre, although an unsanctified 
heart, and a corrupt literature, forbade him to his latest 
day (for which he has incurred the indignant strictures 
of ' Macaulay) to realise the fair conception. It is thus 
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he confesses his own faults, which, unhappily, he never 
sought to repair : —

Ohy gracioas God ! how far have we 
Profaned the heavenly gift of prophecy ! 
*' Made prostitute and profligate the muse, ' 

" Debased to each obscene and impious use; 
'* Whose harmony was first ordained above, 
** For tongues of angels, and for hymns of love."* 

And — to come back to times nearer our own — Scott, 
Wordsworth, Crabbe, Southey, Campbell, Macaulay, 
and others : if they less directly appeal to the high sanc- 
tions of religion, are, one and all, found cultivating the 
sweetest sensibiUties of our nature, the gentle charities 
of life, and the purity and elevation of human cha- 
racter. 

These, and such as these, should ever be the charac- 
teristics of the true poet. In aims like these he may 
put in requisition all the resources of nature, art, 
science, physical beauty; of learning, wit, humour, ima- 
gination, passion ; all the affluence and felicities of the 
most graceful of instruments, language. By these he 
may refresh and invigorate the fancy, fortify principle, 
and carry the strongest fastnesses of the heart. And 
it is in proportion as he falls short of these, that he 
derogates from his high calling, and foregoes the choicest 
prerogatives of genius.

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" Great is song, 
" Used to great aims ;" 

is the fine sentiment (and supplements well one much 
greater, and of far other days*) ; the above quoted are the 
words of onef who, if he had always acted more up to his 
own axiom, and better appreciated the " fine issues," and 
the " great aims," for which the gift of " song " is be- 
stowed, would, perhaps, command a more discriminating, 
if a less numerous audience. And it is, probably, to 
the failure of too much of the poetry of the present day 
thus to satisfy the demands of a manly and elevated in- 
tellect, a refined taste, and sound and healthy principle, 
that the disfavor of this department of literature, so 
apparent to those who watch with an enlightened in- 
terest its course and phases, is to be attributed. 

However this may be, the writer of these pages be- 
lieves he has not so far miscalculated public taste, thal^ 
in the wide domains of fancy, a standing-place may ncit 
again be found for the sacred muse, provided her utter- 
ances be not unbefitting the high sources of her in- 
spiration. And in whatever degree he may have failed 
to reach the standard he has prescribed, he trusts he shall 
have succeeded in showing the adaptability of these 
portions of the Divine records for rhythmical treatment, 
as well as in furnishing some eventful scenes of human

Shakspeare {Measure for Measure), 
t Tennyson (Princess), 
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story^ and pregnant lessons for human conduct^ and 
some pleasing pictures for a well-regulated imagination. 
He has already met with approval and success in former 
literary efforts^ although of a different nature from the 
present ; and he has not, therefore, now to learn what 
care and labor should be employed, by all who aspire to 
the permanent favor of a fastidious, but generally 
candid public. 

He rejoices, likewise, in the opportunity which the 
nature of his work affords him to bear, in these times 
of shallow doubt, or systematic depreciation of Scrip- 
tural truth, the humble but earnest testimony of " A 
Layman,'' to his full and unqualified belief in the strict 
authenticity and Divine source of the miraculous 
agencies here recorded.

THE WILDEBNESS. 

It was mid-noon. IVom their meridian source 
The fervid beams basked on the thirsty soil. 
Not satiate — scarcely cooled^ by that rich flood. 
Which Heaven, relenting, from His reservoirs,

And winter's rigors, — all rolled round; and still 
No genial cloud poured forth its humid stores; 
No kindly dews, morning or evening, shed 
Their distillation soft on herb and flower : .

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No pasture clothed the arid mead, nor sheaves 
Clustered the iron fields with harvest-wealth. 
Over the barren plains and burning soil 
The wasted herds wandered with drooping neck^ 
In bootless search of food ; and^ finding none^ 
With mournful lowings filled the echoing air. 
Birds^ mute and songless^ drooped the ruffled plume^ 
And from their leafy shelter pining sank ; 
All but the bolder-winged^ that soared aloft 
To climes more hospitable ; or those which fed 
On loathsome oSial thickly heaped around^ 
As death their dire provision still purveyed. 

Famine and ragmg thirst maddened each sense. 
And blighted every aspect, old and young. 
The span-long infant on its mother's breast. 
With parched tongue cleaving to the quivering mouth, 
Eaded and sunk in death; and hapless youth 
Sought vainly moisture from the blackened brook ; 
Turned on its parents wan and livid looks. 
And pierced the heart with unavailing plaints. 
Man was become man^s wreck ; a skeleton 
And shade^ he flitted o'er the blasted soil. 
All nature gasped and sunk in dire collapse ; 
And that fair land, which once as Eden bloomed — 
Land of the punctual dews, and teeming showers. 
And gushing fountains ; where spontaneous sprung 
Earth's choicest fruits, and, as a carpet, spread 
The verdaut herbage o'er her beauteous fields — 
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Had well-nigh lain a desert wast€ and bare. 
And stretched excoriate and blank around, — 
The lonesome sepulchre of beast and man ; — 
Had not His hand — ^who locks the waterjr stores. 
And then re-opens — on that guilt-changed Sealm 
Once more the vapory sky^s sweet influences. 
In gracious rains and fertilising dews 
Belentingly restored. 

Swift were unbound 
The vital impulses ; and throbbed the pulse 
Of warm existence. Herb and flower — aU being — 
Leapt to new life : rang out from bursting throats 
The chorusses of leafy songsters : moans 
Of suffering herds subsided : peace and hope 
Gilded again Man's aspect; and bright visions 
Of coming good danced once more through his breast. 

Oh, that the spirit^s life had so revived ! 
Oh, that the dews of heavenly grace had fallen. 
In healthful influence on the nation's soul ! 
But tAere was yet sin's drear sterility ; 
Mere idol-worship blighted yet ; and there 
The filthy rites of Baal yet usurped 
Jehovah's rule ; and, while fresh verdure clothed 
The field, and nature's face bloomed sweet and fair, 
Man's heart remained a drear and blasted waste I 

Yet had Jehovah's right to Israel's worship 
Been in their eyes attested, and the claim 
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Of His base rival weighed and wanting found. 

His faithful servant, though alone, had stood 

A warning beacon by His altar^s side, 

Before the recreant people and their king. 

Th' approving flame from Heaven, prayer-drawn, had 

owned 
His offering ; while the lewd God's Holocaust 
Unrecognised, unblest, unfired remained. 
That mighty token, like a trumpet's voice. 
Had through the land called the backsliding tribes 
Back to their fealty. But faith was wanting. 
Wanting the willing mind and the pure^ heart ; 
And on the throne sat hatred and revenge ; 
And deadly oaths were sworn, that, with the blood 
Of the foul ministers to the usurping fanes. 
Should mingle theirs who true to Heaven remained. 

'Twas in those days— in the deep wilderness. 
Beneath a juniper's impervious shade. 
And at its root reclined — ^an aged man 
Sought shelter from the mid-noon beams. His garb 
Bude, and with travel stained, denoted yet 
The Prophet's office; and his pilgrim's staff. 
His sandaled feet, and girdle, also told. 
One on a long and weary journey bound. 
His aspect, worn with toil and seamed with grief. 
Bore impress deep of saintly meditation. 
And heavenly commerce ; while the lofty front, 
And the bold eye, showed one who, if uproused 
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By guilt — whether a nation^s, or 

A man's — could Heaven's stem threatenings proclaim : 

Yet softer traits were mingled, that might joy 

To bear the olive-branch of mercy forth. 

And the sweet messages of reconcilement ; 

While, o'er the form and features, age mature. 

Yet still in strength and greenness, threw a grace 

And mellowness that younger years excel. 

But lo ! deep musings and stem conflicts shake 
His labouring breast ; and in his troubled eye 
Th' unconscious tear lurks stagnant, or takes down 
Slowly, and at long intervals, its course 
Along the furrowed cheek. And now his glance 
Tums upward, and with Heaven communion seeks. 
The smouldering fire breaks into lambent flame ; 
He speaks. And what the gracious words, those lips. 
That seem so ripe and reverend — to no audience 
Mortal, like him, but to his God, address ? 
Are they of faith unwavering, and meek hope. 
And patience under heaven-sent ills, though sore. 
And of bright perspectives of good ? Alas I 
*' Enough !" is all he mourning says; ''take. Lord, 
" This life ; I am not better than my fathers I" 



And is it he indeed ? he who was sent 
On Heaven's high embassage to guilty states. 
To woo retum, or warn persistent sin? 
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Who bore th' august commission to seal up 

The brazen skies; and^ when the wrath relaxed^ 

To open them again in dews and showers ? 

He^ for whose needs the ravening natures stayed 

Their instincts, and his punctual food purveyed P 

Whose word brought streams perennial from the cruse. 

And multiphed, at will, the slender meal? 

Who called the severed spirit back, and bade it 

fiehabitate its clayey home; and who, so late, 

So late, alone, stood like the sea-girt rock ; 

Breasted the waves of fierce idolatry ; 

Upheld, unhelped, Jehovah's rule ; spoke down 

Th' attesting fire upon his altar ; and dealt 

A stem destruction on his bafSed foes P 

Alas, and is it he P 

But now the care 
And toil have done their office ; nature sinks 
Bound in sleep's gentle bonds. And, as the dew 
Of soft repose falls on the worn aspect 
Of that lone, friendless, homeless, foodless saint. 
The sterner lines subside ; and milder grace 
Steals o'er the features, such as once was there. 
When life was young, and hope was bright, and love 
To Heaven and men unwavering ; wlien the high mission 
Of Israel's Prophet, in the perspective. 
Seemed a flower-sprinkled path ; when joys immortal 
Waved, like the victor's wreath, before his view. 
And threw glad beams upon his opening way. 
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Deep are his slnmbers^ but what form is that 
"Which, through the moveless air, invisibly 
Has won its way, and now in youthful grace 
Sits by the aged sleeper, like some bud 
Of early spring, nestling beneath a stem 
Which winter's storms had buflFeted, nor yet 
Loosed from its rigid fetters ? No mortal mould 
Fashioned those gentle outlines ! No bright skies, 
Or climes propitious, here, tinted the cheek. 
Or fired the beaming eye. No earthly loom 
Wove the fair texture, or its lustre lent 
Of dazzling whiteness to the snowy nest : 
No earthly soil the amaranthine wreath 
Nourished, which binds the clusters of his brow. 
Not of this sin-stained orb art thou ; but say. 
Celestial visitant ! (if lawful be 
To ask) which of the heavenly hierarchies. 
And bands of ministering spirits, has sped his course 
Upon this kind and gracious embassage. 
And centinels the way-worn slumberer ? 
Thou art not he, methinks, on Mamre^s plain. 
Who with the Patriarch held communion high. 
And deigned his hospitalities to share ; 
Then sped, the wrath-doomed cities to overthrow ? 
Nor canst thou be that Being illustrious, 
(Not martial thou, but love's sweet messenger). 
Who stood midst Israers tribes, on Jordan's bank. 
And ''Captain of Jehovah's host" proclaimed him; 
Nor that dread minister of heavenly wrath, 
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Of peace and hope, and of that crowning gloij, 
Those joys ineffable, which wait thee (not 
To thine outward sense revealed) bestrew 
With down thy ragged pillow ! Here we leave thee 
In thy cherabic charge, and heavenly tendence; 
While, in a solemn retrospect, we trace 
Thy coarse prophetical and wondrohs doings. 
Unto this silent hoar; and, in our story, 
Humbly bespeak the aid, which those who seek

Or, deadlier yet, their flatteries and smiles ? 

Was it by means like these his zeal was fired ; 

Was thus the sacred fortitude inspired. 

Which, in Heaven's time, his dauntless breast should urge 

A guilty land from idol-rites to purge ; 

He, one of passions like our own, the same 

In love of peace, goodwill of fellows, fame, 

(If right the cause,) yet, at his Master's call. 

Prompt to lay down ease, wealth, and honours — all 

That life endears to man ; and to bear forth 

The solemn tokens of Jehovah's wrath ; 

To plead, unhelped, alone, his Maker's cause. 

Uphold His throne, and vindicate His laws ? 

And then, perchance, in solitary thought. 
And solemn musings, to his soul was brought 
That mighty epoch, when, from Heaven come down. 
Infinitude would our frail nature crown ; 
Take his mysterious and untainted birth; 
Traverse — (its Sovereign and Eedeemer) — earth; 
And Wisdom infinite complete its plan 
Of love and pity infinite for Man. 
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Bxxtj chiefs that hoar in which himself should bear^ 
With Israelis Lawgiver^ illustrious share; 
When — laid mortality's dim vestments by — 
Th' incarnate God should me^t his creatures' eye : 
When on the blazoned Mounts on either hand^ 
They — once again earth's visitants — should stand ; 
Hear from the heavens th' Eternal voice proclaim^ 
Well pleased, th' Eternal Son beloved's Kame; 
And sacred converse hold ! Oh mighty theme ! 
To which all earth's discoursings were a dream; 
Wit, learning, wisdom, worldly sorrow, joy. 
Weak babbling, fancy's coinage, childhood's toy : — 
What secrets then to mortal ear revealed I 
What sumless gifts to glad Creation sealed ! 
What bright perspectives opened to their view; 
What glowing scenes their ravished thoughts pursue ! 
How did that wondrous colloquy disclose 
Cure for all ills, and solace for all woes ; 
Por man's offences satisfaction made ; 
Eor debts incalculable ransom paid ; 
For Heaven's displeasure reconcilement found; 
Earth, ruined and deflowered, made holy ground; 
Dispersed sin's darkness, ended sorrow's night ; 
Brought life and immortaUty to light : 
Peace, holiness, where guilt and discord reigned. 
And joy and glory, more than Eden lost, regained ! 

Or, like the youthful Samuel, did he sit 
At piety and virtue's reverend feet ? 
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Beneath the solemn Sanctuary^s shade. 

In the white robes of purityarrayed; 

The faithful guardian of its hallowed fires ; 

The leader of its spirit-stirring quires : 

His peaceful days employed in sacred rites. 

In prayer and praise, and sweet repose, his nights ; 

There did (the world's polluting scenes aside) 

The gentle current of his being glide; 

Within its sacred walls his glad employ, 

Its beauty and adornment all his joy ; 

Like the familiar bird's, his down-lined nest. 

His sheltering covert, and his home-felt rest? 

Or was he taken from the haunts of life. 
Its cares, its pleasures, businesses, and strife ? 
(Need fancy here be asked her hues to give. 
When, in our view, the bright exemplars hve ?) 
In schools prophetical, from early youth. 
Beared in the rules of holiness and truth : 
Then, launched on social being's broad-spread wave. 
To stem its currents, and its storms to brave; 
To mingle with love's softest charities. 
Bound by, or smiling on, her tenderest ties; 
Gentle with holy offices to blend. 
Teacher, corrector, counsellor, and friend ; 
Guide of the young, moulder of riper years ; 
Gilding with beams from Heaven a vale of tears ; 
Winning the hardened soul to sacred rest, 
Fanning immortal fires within the breast ; 
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Versed in the hallowed page^ of the Law, 
Bent, from its truths, the choicest rules to draw. 
And mighty from its holy stores ^ imfold 
Treasures more precious than of pearl or gold ? 

Oh, gracious office ! sacred embassage; 
That in thy work dost noblest spirits engage ! 
Noblest of all, who earth's poor wealth and fame 
Fling to the winds, and hold an empty name ; 
Ease, health, e'en life, dust in the mounting scale ! 
Nor instance, nor example, aught avail 
To bend their constant step from its high goal — 
To turn to righteous ways th' unwilhng soul. — 
Yes, such have been ; One, e'en now ; but passed 
Away ! Through toils, griefs, pains, he found at last 
His rest, for evermore ; and now afar 
He holds his blessed seat, as yon fair star. 
Beyond earth's storms, and clouds, and chills, and blight. 
Sheds o'er the firmament its pure, ethereal light I 

Seek we no more ; suffice the Lord of all 
Knows where, and when, and how His saints to call : 
'Tis His august prerogative to choose 
His instruments, and fit them for His use. 
The haunts of want and toil, the crowded mart. 
The seats of learning, and the schools of art ; 
Th' embattled legion and the peaceful field. 
All, their contingent to His service yield. 
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The young, the gray in years, the rich, the bold. 
The slaves of pleasure, and the slaves of gold; 
Nobles, the lofty tenants of the throne. 
And those who state nearest its splendours own, — 
(Yes, witness HIM, from a great nation reft. 
Who now to .sorrowing multitudes has left, 
And to a weeping Consort, but a Name, 
Yet, '' Pure and Good^' that Name, as far above 
All mortal fame, as heavenly, earthly love; 
Yea, as yon arches of empyrean blue, 
Earth's glittering gawds, which take from them their hue !) 
All, at His sovereign will and high command, • 
By trans^iutation of His plastic hand. 
Eager their several offices fuLSl, 
Advance His glory, and perform His will. 
He knows each varying talent, temper, mood ; 
Eebukes the evil, and refines the good : 
His power the rebel nature loyal makes ; 
He touches, and the slumbering spirit wakes; 
He calls, and earth's enchantments strait dissolve ; 
He nerves the will, and prompts the firm resolve. — 
'Twas thus He great Ehjah called ; no rays 
Of tempering mom ushered his noon-tide blaze; 
But, in meridian greatness, he was set 
In stem resistance to a sinning state : 
'Twas thus Heaven's fires were placed at his command. 
And idol-priests fell powerless in his hand ; 
Thus, as Eeligion's rampart, he upstood ; 
Thus breasted vice, and stemmed th' apostate crowd :

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And, when his work was done — earth's sleep-bound cky 
And crumbling dust unshared — ^no flickering ray. 
No cloud obscuring his triumphant day — 
On wheels of flame, and — waved around his head 
The victor's wreaths — his heavenward way he sped ! 

Here leave we him awhile ; and aim to trace 
The chequered tale of Israel's kingly race; 
Whose virtues now Heaven's choicest favours won. 
Now, whose offences brought His judgments down ; 
Tarnished their crowns, and shook their dynasties; 
Hurled some to dust, and others bade to rise; 
Till — ^brought His chosen champion to the field. 
Clothed in His armour, with His sword and shield- 
He taught to ears unwilling — and in vain !

And comely ordering of the House of Prayer; 
Some, censered clouds to waft ; and some to tend

And smiled Jehovah ; early princely grace 
Finds in His favour ever foremost place : 
If rulers' faults bring on their people down 
His wrath ; their virtues, too, His blessings crown ; 
And soon the youthful monarch shall receive 
Such token as a God alone could give. 

By dreams and visions oft th' Eternal will 
Was wont His schemes mysterious to fulfil; 
Sometimes borne in upon the troubled bed 
In signs and symbols, dark, and dire, and dread ; 
Sometimes by revelations to the mind 
Conveyed, like breezes of the summer wind; 
Instilling gently on the sleep-bound sense 
Lessons of wisdom or beneficence; 
But all for mighty purposes designed, 
To teach to mortal thought th' Eternal mind. 

Now would, in mystic signs, the Almighty trace 
The future fortunes of His chosen Eace ; 
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Their task-masters' oppressions stem and long^ 
And rescae by an arm than theirs more strong; 
Their triumphs^ joys^ reverses^ sins^ and strife. 
Their heaven-led jonmies, and their heaven-fed life ; 
Till^ all their self-inflicted wanderings past. 
They reached their sin-retarded, promised home at last. 



Even to nnwiUing spirits was inbome 
Their favoured lot. In hatred and in scorn 
They went, with words of malediction fraught : 
In vain they went, the curse they envious sought 
Was turned to the best gifts, which the boon hand 
Of Heaven could lavish on a happy land. 
The vision opened to the Prophet's eye 
Scenes of, till then, untold prosperity j 
Their root embedded deep ; their fruitful bough 
Outspread beside the peaceful waters' flow ; 
6ountless their seed as water-drops ; their might 
Sesistless as the beasts of prey in night; 
Their star with beams of dazzling splendour crowned; 
Their sceptre waved o'er all the nations round. 

Thus, too, was shown how innocence and truth 
Ascendance, trust, and honour win to youth ; 
Conquests o'er fratricidal hatred gain. 
Escape from sin's seductions without stain; 
While, by a like mysterious agency, 
Forewarned the land should famine's victim be; 
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Eaised by his wisdom, prudence, skill alone, 
To place and station nearest to the Throne, 
He fed and cherished those his blood who sought. 
And rescued life to famished myriads brought. 

A dream to Israers champion, slumber-bound. 
Showed that the host, which overspread the ground 
As grasshoppers, should, like a dream at day. 
Through humble faith and valour melt away. 
And 'twas a vision of the kingly bed. 
When kingly pride to Heaven upreared its head. 
Stretched o'er the earth its branching arms, and stood 
Sublime, as stands the monarch of the wood ; 
That gave its leafy honours to the wind ; 
Left, of the stem, a stump alone behind ; 
Season from her aspiring seat dethroned ; 
The head, once deemed omnipotent, discrowned ; 
Till — Heaven's high sway confessed. His name adored— ^ 
Beason and rule were once again restored. 

By signs like these, inscrutable and rapt. 
The course of mighty realms and states was mapped ; 
How from the womb of Time they took their birth. 
Flourished, and lived their little space on earth : 
Then, in the same self-feeding, ravenous womb. 
Found with their forerunners a common tomb ;— . 
Their conquests, science, art, their pomp and pride. 
All laid in dust and nothingness aside;-* 
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Till One — from small beginiiiiigs sprung^ by hand 
Unseen prepared — should on their mins stand; 
By ^ow accretions, but with progress sur^ 
Fill the whole earthy and to all times endure. 

Thus, too, Jehovah would to mortal gaze 
Yield glimpses of His attributes and ways. 
Undraw to finite eyes the thick-spread veil 
Of Heaven, and secrets infinite reveal; 
The crystal seas, the qre-filled wheels^ were shown^ 
The Bainbow hues overspread, the Sapphire Throne; 
Limned forth in symbols apt to human sense. 
It, mighty oocapant, Omxupotence,- 
Courage^ that strewed with death th' embattled plain; 
Strength, that the earth's broad pillars might sustain ; 
Speed, that the germs of thought half formed outran ; 
Wisdom, which found its crowning work in Man : 
These mighty tokens whelmed the spirit so. 
That, trembling and amazed, it deemed some woe 
Impended, when by mortal eye unclean 
Th' Eternal and Inefiable were seen. 



But when the God of truth and wisdom taught 
Lessons, which human wisdom hopeless sought; 
Murmurs and cavils silenced, which in vain 
Presumed th' Eternal's doings to arraign; 
And showed^ it was not fof a thing of dust 
To aim to be than God more pure and just; 
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(Beings, that rear their dwellings in the clay. 

Before the insect fade and pass away !) 

Lo ! as mid feverish dreams the sleeper slept^ 

The bristling hair upsprong, and the flesh crept ; 

Shook with fierce terrors the dissolving firame^ 

Asy on the wings of midnight darkness came 

The dreadful shade, formless, impalpable; 

And stood beside the couch the solemn truth to tell. 



Not thus in terrors slept the princely youth^ 
In those first days of holiness and truth : 
Yet, not the regal pomp, the gilded rows 
Of bending courtiers, win him sweet repose; 
Not perfumed chambers, or the couch of gold 
His lids in slumber's gentle fetters hold ; 
It was the love and favour of his God 
That sleep as calm as infanc/s bestowed. 
No rebel passions fired his youthful blood. 
Or heavenly grace each budding ill subdued; 
No young excesses memory^s chambers stained. 
Nor darker deeds the conscience stern arraigned : 
Peace drew her silky curtain round his head. 
And purity his downy pillow spread ; 
These scattered from their wings a golden store 
Of present good, and whispered still of more ; 
And — ^kingdoms blessing, and of kingdoms blest — 
The happy sovereign sank in grateful rest. 
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'Twas night ; oblivious of the toils of day, 
People and king in well-earned slumber lay ; 
Xor cares, nor griefs, outward or inborn foes, ' 

Imposed a vigil, or disturbed repose : 
What wondrous scene upon the princely eyes. 
Like a new Heaven and Earth, is seen to rise ? 
What forms of majesty and grace unveil 
The opening skies ? What crowds illustrious throng ! 
What glorious ministries the trains prolong 
With bright processions ! Sounds harmonious roll 
In swelling cadence on his spell-bound soul. 
Sweet as the strains that from the crystal sphere. 
The morning stars waft on the raptured ear ; 
Or the high songs and solemn symphonies. 
Which from the sons of God, with golden harps arise ! 



Where is he ? In this earthly tenement 
Imprisoned still; or to those realms upsent. 
To which, with sights seraphic filled and fired. 
And sounds, his soul already had aspired ? 
Hark ! all is hushed; in stillness as profound. 
As if in death or slumber's fetters bound 
Creation lies ; and lo I his God confessed, 
'Tis thus the royal sleeper was addressed : 
" Because,'' 'twas said, ^' when my Almighty voice 
" All earthly good presented to thy choice, 
{" Wealth, honour, war's successes, length of days,) 
" Thou didst thy wish to higher good upraise ; 
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Galled to administer a mighty state, • 
Its lofty spirits, and its interests great ; 
'' Deem'dst thyself but a child, so great a part 
'' To fill, and ask^dst an understanding heart 
** Alone, a judgment sound, a mind endued 
'' With skill to test the evil and the good : — 
'' Thy choice hath pleased me ; its reward receLve : 
'' A wise and understanding heart I give, 
" Greater than any that have gone before, 
'' Or e'er shall be hereafter ; and, yet more, 
'' That which thou askedst not, I give; 
" In honour, wealth, in victories, long to live, 
" Above aU earthly kings ; if thou my way 
'' Shalt keep ; my statutes and commands obey^ 
'^ E'en as thy father did, with perfect heart; 
*' Nor from my laws and judgments shalt depart/' 



True to his promise still was Israel's Lord, 
And well and speedily performed his word. 
The youthful king in every royal grace 
Soon midst earth's rulers took the foremost place : 
AU fortune's richest gifts, all joys of sense. 
Like streams collecting in full confluence; 
All high endowments of the regal mind, 
Baised him pre-eminent above his kind. 
The neighbouring nations sought his powerful sway. 
And distant nations hastened to obey. 
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Their tribntaiy wealth his cafEers filled; 

The goodliest of their forests fell to build 

The stately stractores^ which his burdened ground 

(yerspread, and cities proud with splendors crowned : 

Their mines were rifled for his chambers' pride; 

Their quarries piUars for his domes supplied. 

All mortal lore his mighty soul explored ; 

All curious arts and sciences it stored : 

Nature to him her mysteries laid bare ; 

Secrets of earth, of ocean, fire, and air 

He pierced; the forest's pride, the teeming sod. 

The mightiest and minutest works of Ood. 

The poef s art was his, to melt with lays 

Of love the soul, and loftiest rhymes to raise; 

And — ^higher &me — ^he wove the sacred strain. 

Which woos the sons of earth immortal good f attain ; 

Strains which the fiat of Eternal Truth 

Has stamped, and sealed with everlasting youth. 

But 'twas his wisdom that, o'er all compeers — 

The Eastern sages, the Egyptian seers, 

(Sons, through all earth renowned of sires raiowned,) 

The bright achievements of his spirit crowned; 

Wisdom which grasped lowest and loftiest things. 

The wiles of childhood, and the craft of kings ; 

Which probed the springs of thought and action through. 

And left untold the half of what he knew ; 

Yet chief, the wisdom that from earth could rise 

And show the mightier wisdom of the skies.

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This brought the wondering strangers to his land. 
Sages and sovereigns, bearing in their hand 
The choicest gifts, his favour to procure. 
His state to see, his knowledge to explore : 
They came, they saw; with admiration burned.

How great, how gracious^ Man could be below ; 
To sum and seal the perfectness of earth; 
And link th' inferior race of mortal birth 
With those bright Hierarchies, whose stately rows 
The Cherubim and Seraphim compose. 

The people gloried in their Sovereign's fame. 
And shared the pride and triumphs of his name. 
Beneath their vines and fig-trees' branching shade. 
While the fierce beams their fervid course delayed. 
They played with life, as childhood with its toy. 
And sat and quaffed perpetual draughts of joy. 
Bemotest lands their choicest products placed 
At thdr command, for luxury and taste : 
Their tables were with costliest viands piled. 
With choicest wines their golden goblets smiled : 
No griefs within, — without, no envious foes 
Awaked their fear, or broke their deep repose; 
They deemed themselves the favorites of the skies. 
And thought, to-morrow like to-day should rise ; — 
Thqr looked no more for sorrow, change, or pain; 
And dreamed weU-nigh an Eden come again. 
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Prosperity ! Thou pleasing^ dangerous gift; 
Be it a man^ or nation thou dost lift 
To heights^ lifers calm and eqjisl course above; 
Oh say, is it in judgment, or in love ? 
Oh Israel, deemest thou erring nature changed ? 
Is it from sin and folly quite estranged ? 
Is changeless fortune good, for realm or man ? 
Has heaven foregone His wise and righteous plan P 
Is retribution no more error's suit ; 
Does chastening yield no more its wholesome fruit ? — 
Thus mused the wise and good : thus some, apart. 
Whispered the bodings of the burdened heart : 
All of the darkening future were afraid ; — 
The thoughtful pondered, and the godly prayed. 

Hark ! Whence that cry that fills the startled ear 
With sounds of sorrow, and the heart with fear ? 
'Tis not the knell ; no train funereal 
Throngs the dark causeway, no death-wailings swell. 
'Tis not the clang of the embattled field ; 
The sword is sheathed, and hangs on high the shield. 
'Tis not the jar where crowds in conflict meet ; 
Hushed are the assemblies ; peaceful is the street. 
Yet, hark again I Louder and deeper still 
Those sounds the heart and ear invade and fill. 
Yes, 'tis the war- note. Heaven, with holy rage, 
Raises, 'gainst sin in places high to wage : 
It is the din of passion, and outbreak 
Of conflict, which a people's guilt awake :

It is the passing-toll^ the solemn knell. 
When Heavenly favour bids a land farewell;

There purity and holiness fell down; 
Eeligion, honour, reverence, all are gone ; 
Left, but a name of scorn, a tarnished Crown, 
A palsied sceptre, and a tottering Throne ! 

The modest pencil, which delights to paint 
The Patriot, Statesman, Lawgiver, and Saint, 
When sacred love the gracious breast inspires. 
And piety each high achievement fires ; 
Exults, as o'er some treasured store, to trace 
The heaven-given records of transcendent grace ; 
Studies the glowing canvass to suffuse 
With lights ethereal, and empyrean hues ; 
And dips its point with the celestial fire 
That purity and holiness inspire ; — 
Falters, and touches with reluctant hand. 
When guilt and folly for the portrait stand ; 
And finds its borrowed inspiration gone. 
When highest station is of reverence shorn ; 
When sins in age youth's graces supervene^ 
And hoar declension ends the darkened scene ! 
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Tet does no parting ray tlie cloud illume. 
Which broods and settles o'er the ignoble tomb ? 
Is that bright spirit — erst that urged its flight 
To bask in regions of ethereal light ; 
To which the vision rapt and high was given. 
Access and audience in the Courts of Heaven ;— - 
Left, with soiled plumage, and with broken wing. 
To trail amidst the sloughs of sense and sin ? 
No ; hear that voice, which, as with trumpet^s sound. 
Warns of the snares and pit-falls he had found ; 
Beveab earth's vanities, and shows the end. 
He found, o'er sin and folly to impend ! 
See how, above the quicksand and the rock, 
The eddies' whirl, the clashing currents' shock ; 
Where his firm Bark, and its fair freightage — ^youth. 
And purity, and holiness, and truth ; 
And the rich ventures of maturer years, 
£everence, and loyalty, and love, and tears, — 
Became foul passion and temptation's play. 
And, stranded, shattered, rifled, ruined, lay; 
There, see him rear the £uihful Beacon-light, 
To warn 'midst sin and error's wildering night; 
To waft its beams across life's treacherous tide. 
And safe into the sheltering haven guide.

Yet when the great mistake was found (at cost, 

Alas I well-nigh of heaven's salvation lost ;) 

And better thoughts revived (as the soft dews 

Of evening gentler influences diffuse ;) 

Then learned he, with a spirit sad and faint, 

Bepentant, grieved, life's real bliss to paint; 
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(Yet chequered stilly as gloom or gladness reigned; 
As the sad past his wounded spirit pained ; 
As trust in Heaven's unemng wisdom failed. 
Or hope and faith^ and peace and love prevailed;) 
To show^ how Heavenly wisdom fits to bear 
The ills which all the fallen are called to share : 
How prudence^ temperance, self-restraint, and peace^ 
Strew flowers along life's rugged wilderness ; 
Bid gentle showers in blessings drop aroimd. 
And streams with verdure clothe the arid ground ; 
While faith, and hope, and purity, and love. 
Liken the life below to that above. 



Mark how the Preacher, first, the use commends 
Of all the good that Heaven, indulgent, lends : 
(Let perfame clothe thy brow, as Poets write. 
And be thy joyous garments ever white ;) 
Domestic joy be thine, health, pleasure ; store 
That yields content, knowing, who wishes more. 
And covets increase, finds, as grows the sum. 
Cares also grow, and craving wants consume; 
For wealth comes swiftly, and as swiftly flies ; 
And where are man's poor treasures when he dies ? 
Naked as first he takes his earthly birth> 
Betums he naked to his parent earth I — 

Yet, knowing well youth's proneness to abuse 
God's choiceast gifts, he warns him still to muse 
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On coming judgment ; and^ with solemn care. 
For all those gifts a strict account prepare; 
Nor, by pnrsoing sin and folly's coarse. 
Store for the body ills — ^the soul remorse. 

Then, with ripe wisdom, and with views profound. 
Which all the depths of act and motive sound; 
In heaven-taught words, which iike the manna fall. 
He counsels, teaches, warns, and comforts all. 

There is a time for all things ; therefore all 
Do in their time. If prosperous days befall, 
Bejoice ; but if adversit/s dark cloud 
Cershade thee, and with ill thy soul be bowed. 
Consider whence comes each ; for righteous Heaven 
To aU, in wisdom, good and ill hath given. 

Better it is into the house of woe, 
With bleeding heart and weeping eye, to go. 
There pondering on the end of all the earth. 
Than to the haunts of revelry and mirth : 
Fools' laughter is the* thorn-heap's hasty blaze. 
And to the wise its emptiness displays : 
Sorrow is man's best discipline below. 
The soil in which his choicest virtues grow. 

Why call'st thou, rashly, better than thine own 
The times that went before ? How is it shown P 
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'Tis age^s slaggishness ; the halting race 
Of failing speed in lifers untiring pace : 
Man is (the fall and sin except) the same 
That from his Maker's plastic hands he came ; 
Alike his powers and weakness^ follies^ sense ; 
Virtue and vice make all jthe difference. 



Shun ostentation; thy religion be 
That which the world may in thy conduct see : 
True piety may still be silent, meek, 
Nor prompt its sorrows and its joys to speak ; 
Yet dauntless, when its witness faith demands, , 
As at his bay the hunted lion stands. 
Nor be thy fancied wisdom too much shown. 
Or deem, midst folly, thou art wise alone ; 
Monarchs to trifling love to condescend ; 
Let then thy reason's sway sometimes unbend. 
Art thou thy little knowledge fond to show. 
Be humbled that thou dost so little know ; 
From all men and all things true wisdom learn. 
And be, to know thyself thy first concern. 
But chiefly be of wickedness beware. 
Nor heavenly wrath by guilt and folly dare ; 
Bemember who sustains thy fragile breath. 
Nor prematurely plunge thy soul in death. 

Dare not the sacrifice of fools, within 
The sacred dwelling of thy God to bring ; 
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Thy feet with reverence in His presence hold^ 
Nor let thy words be voluble or bold. 

Sweeter than ointment is a gracious name, 
With God and men a pure, unblemished fame ; 
Yet, in the choicest vase, an insect dead 
Will spoil its sweetness, and corruption breed; 
A little folly fairest deeds will mar. 
And vanity man's best designs impair. 

Cast thy bread freely on the circling tide ; 
A hand unseen, perchance, shall, some time, guide 
Thy faith's deposit back, and with increase. 
Scatter in early morn thy seed ; nor cease — 
When evening's shadows urge thee to repose — 
To aid the body's wants and spirit's woes : 
Wisdom marks not too curiously the skies. 
But on the God of harvests still relies ; 
With bounteous hand be of thy substance given. 
And the event be left to righteous Heaven. 

Wisdom hath eyes that all things round survey. 
But fools in darkness ever grope their way ; 
Better is slender provender, with peace. 
Than toil and restlessness when goods increase ; 
For no content the covetous shall know. 
And still as riches swell desire shall grow; 
Yet sloth will even lawful care neglect, 
^ nd labour's gifts with folded hands expect. 
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Though sinners prosper even to the last. 
Nor sentence here upon his deeds be passed ; 
Yet wait until the end of all thou see. 
And own, it with the righteous well shall be I 



The Preacher thus life's page eventful told. 
And aimed, large truth in compass small t' enfold; 
In sentence terse and aphorism wise. 
Whose meaning deep below the surface lies : 
A caustic saying sluggish spirits pricks, 
And sayings brief will in the memory fix ; 
While mere school-learning oft is found a lie. 
And endless volumes weary vanity. — 

But now — ^the world's concernments passed away — 
Eternity alone before him lay. 
No more is heard the mournful misanthrope; 
The bankrupt in life's mart of peace, and hope; 
No more the chequered retrospect is seen. 
The holy precept, and the satiate spleen : 
No drear lament is heard, no weak complaint. 
No wailings of a spirit worn and faint : 
Wisdom and prudence, joy and fear, pain, ease, 
In one great ilssue concentrate he sees : 
One only object fills his solemn eye ; — 
Himself — Mankind — must now be taught to ddb I 
And thus, in musings high and emblems fair. 
He leaves the world to his dear-bought experience heir. 
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Bemember th j Creator in thy youth ; 

Thy early days of purity and truth ; 
'' Ere come the years with only evil fraught ; 

When earthly pleasure shall in vain be sought; 

When sun, and moon, and stars withhold their ray, 
'' And oft returning clouds shall dim thy darkening day ; 
'' When strength shall yield, and sense and feeling fiedl, 
'' And the stout heart shall sink, and fears prevail ; 
" Feeble the pace, timid and slow the tread, 
'' Pale the thin cheek, and white the palsied head : 
'^ When vain alarms the 'wasting frame shall shake, 
'^ And fancied sounds the restless senses wake ; 

When nought of earthly good shall tempt desire. 

Or hope, or fear, or love, or hate inspire ;

Earewell, of monarchs mightiest yet weak man ! 
No more thy faults or virtues let us scan ;

Weak in temptation's hour as drifting sands. 
And only strong when in Heaven's grace it stands. 
Wisdom could not from sin and folly keep ;

Yes, vanity ! — ^Parents, be it your care, 
T* avert it by th' omnipotence of prayer ! — 
Oh, worse than vanity I Behold the child. 
Whose radiancy life's weariness beguiled; 
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Whose infant-tones to every lieart gave joy ; 
His infant-wants to every hand employ ; 
Midst cares and griefs without^ the home-delight ; 
The sunny morn-beam, and the sweet good-night; 
The gentle manna of each grateful meal^ 
And of each various gift the stamp and seal ; 
Whose small and fondling clasp, it« dimpled kiss. 
Summed earthly good, and brimmed the cup of bliss. 

Then boyhood came ; and with it came hope, fear ; 
The fear-mixed rapture, and the hope-lit tear; 
It came, the spring-like mood, the chequered gleam. 
Frail bloom of innocence, and virtue's dream ; 
The quick-raised temper, passion's headlong course. 
The weak resolve for good, the brief remorse ; 
The fitful track, the desultory aim. 
The bafl^g toil the scheme of life to frame. 

And manhood, last ; then final good and ill. 
Virtue and vice invoked the plastic will ; 
Then rose the fiercer, deadlier strife within, 
The world's seductions, stem assaults of sin : 
Experience bade of pride and sense beware ; 
The good urged for him the imceasing prayer ; 
The parent's bosom heaved the boding sigh ; 
And silent tears again bedewed the eye : 
He makes his choice ; the warning and the prayer. 
The sigh, the tears, are wafted to the air ; 
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The world and sin possess their willing prize^ 
And hope^ that lingered long, for ever, ever dies ! 

'Twas thus an Absalom plunged in the heart 
Of a too, too fond father the barbed dart; 
Thus lavish gifts, indulgence weak, rebuke 
Deserved, but spared, their dire reprisals took ! 

Yet now 'twas folly more than guilt prevailed ; 
And wisdom, prudence, counsel, state-craft, failed ; 
'Twas this convulsed a great and prosperous land. 
And fore the sceptre from a nerveless hand. 
When the young Solomon assumed the throne. 
And made a loyal people's hearts his own ; 
When earth's far regions with his glory rung. 
And more than earthly wisdom clothed his tongue ; 
His glittering pageants were the people's boast. 
And his court-splendours (mighty though the cost) 
With reflex honours fanned the nation's pride. 
Which boundless tributes lavishly supplied. 
But when advancing years had on his rule 
Brought soberer estimates, and thoughts more cool ; 
When, next, they in the royal licence saw, 
(Though shared themselves,) infringed Heaven's once-loved 

Law; 
And, yet more, when (though prone in folly's wake. 
Their ruler's course unscrupulous to take) ; 
When they beheld their hard-earned subsidies 
On heathen gods and heathen hierarchies, 
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On foreign minions^ by base panders led 
To shame and dalliance in the royal bed. 
Lavished ; — ^resentment through the nation swept ; 
Which, though awhile in seeming calm it slept. 
Waited alone the fitful blast to wake. 
Its course in desolation stem to take. 



Wasteful expenditure, exactions high. 
Soon cause a nation's peace to fade and die. 
The father's yet remaining fame suppressed 
The murmurs which the son's weak rule increased ; 
But loyalty, a plant of genial root. 
Which with due tillage renders copious firuit. 
When once the virtues of the soil give way. 
Soon shows the marks of canker and decay. 
The aspirant astute for Israel's sway 
Long watched his opportunity and day; 
And now he marked the vulnerable spot. 
The nation's weakness, and the ruler's blot : 
He took the wronged and suffering people's lead ; 
Their grievances before the sovereign spread; 
Proffered allegiance, with their wrongs redressed ; 
And left unspoken — ^not unthought — ^the rest. 

There are conjunctures which possess the power 
To crowd life's mightiest issues in an hour ; 
When, on the moment's pause, the quick resolve. 
Its good or ill, its weal or woe, revolve; 
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Which changeless fix, perchance, our mortal state ; 
Or in the balance place a nation's fate. 
The bold, in such times, on himself relies ; 
The prudent takes the counsel of the wise; 
Happy, who not alone his succour seeks 
In these, but asks what heavenly wisdom speaks; 
But most unhappy he, who, to the wise 
With eagerness, at first, for counsel files ; 
Then, with like haste, to fools for aidance turns. 
And, when too late, the price of folly learns ! 

There was a trusty band, mature of age. 
In state-craffc versed, in deep experience sage ; 
Which the departed king had gathered round. 
And ever to his service faithful found : 
To them, with seeming deference, was brought 
The mighty question, and their counsel sought. 

They saw the crisis of their countr/s fate, 
And long in deep deliberation sat : 
And what their judgment ? What could ripened age. 
Deep observation, and experience sage, — 
The retrospective habit years acquire. 
Nor less the skill prophetic they inspire, — 
What could their counsel be, but, to such plea. 
Temperate and just, gracious and mild to be ? 
To obvious grievance fraak concession yield ; 
Abuses, gross and patent, no more shield ? 
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Two, to hereditary sway remained; 
But o'er the others Jeroboam reigned. 

And now, behold the land ! In deep repose, 
Scarce knowing war, its triumphs or its woes ; 
As at the outset of the last calm reign. 
Union within, and peace abroad, remain ; 
Or, from without when hostile efforts rose, 
A common interest bound 'gainst common foes. 
The fruitful vine, and branching fig-tree, made 
Still their refreshing rest, and nooi^-beam shade : 
Community of wants each busy mart 
Crowded ; and love, knit yet more heart to heart : 
friendship bound distant states with states more near. 
And tenderer ties were formed, more sweet, more dear : 
Inwoven and reticulate, the whole 
One body formed, and one harmonious soul. 



But now, how changed ! Community of good 
Overborne by fierce dissention, passion rude ; 
Love, friendship, ties of interest and of blood. 
Torn and overwhelmed by hatred's bitter flood : 
The gentle greeting and the warm embrace. 
To fiery scowls and withering frowns give place ; 
While tender bands that budding friendship wove. 
And fairy dreams of young and virtuous love. 
All riven, snapt, dissolved, and frustrate lay. 
As the black tempest blots the fair-risen day. 
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War's preparations^ like a spreading flame. 
Wrapped the whole land, till aU a camp became : 
Where gentle flocks amidst the valleys strayed, 
Were serried bands in movements stem arrayed; 
Where the soft pipe and jocund carol rang. 
Smote on the ear the war-trumps' brazen clang : 
Beleaguered holds each pass and hill-top crowned. 
And bristling hosts their fierce defiance frowned : 
Peace, scared and ruffled, fled her cherished nest. 
And soared to realms yet left of harmony and rest. 

But, midst this crisis of the nation's fate ; 
Ere yet the volleying war-charged clouds had met ; 
Ere the fierce sword its gory floods had shed, 
Or civil-strife's grim holocausts had bled ; 
A Voice was heard, that bade the conflict cease ; 
And sent, resistless forth, its mandate, ''Peace !" — 
Lo I kindling passion heard the high award ; 
The warrior dropped his internecine sword ; 
The march of bristling armaments was stayed ; 
And silence on the clanging war-trump laid. 

But whence that Voice, that thus had power to sway 
Conflicting passions, and their tumults stay ? 
What was the force that stilled the seething breast. 
And soothed envenomed rivalry to rest P — 
No words that mortal lips had then addressed 
Could lull such elemental strife to rest ; — 
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No weak arbitrement of man^ such flood 

Of fiery-kindled hatred had withstood : — 

Heaven took the mighty quarrel in His hand^ 

And on the fierce belligerents laid command ; 

The mighty Meter, with a skill divine. 

Stretched o'er the land His plummet and His line ; 

Weighed the contending kingdoms in the scale ; 

Made wisdom over passion's storm prevail ; 

Spoke, by a voice prophetical. His will; 

And to the sundered nations said, " Be still :'* — 

Then gentle Peace resumed her ancient reign ; 

And o'er her nest outspread her halcyon wing again ! 

The king, though shorn and minished, yet had grace 

And wisdom left, the missive high to trace; 

He took th' impoverished portion that remained. 

And o'er a small, but tranquil kingdom reigned. 



Oh, how, in later time, had such a voice 
Humanit/s grieved spirit bid rejoice ! 
Oh, had such Arbitrator high been found. 
And made his dread award from heaven resound ; 
When brother rushed to spill his brother's blood ; 
When banded nations, in fierce strife, upstood; 
(Save when, for holy liberty, for hfe, 
For law's defence. Heaven sanctifies the strife ;) 
Or rather, (for there is such high award. 
And stamped and sealed in Heaven's eternal Word,) 
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Bather would passion liear^ would pride obey, 

Would fierce revenge his deadly weapon stay ; 

Would stem ambition check his ruthless course. 

Which covets continents^ nor owns remorse ; 

Would vile cupidity, and avarice base, — 

Those whips and scorpions of our hapless race ; 

Those vampires of humanity, that sup 

On mortal woe, and drain its blood-fiUed cup I — 

Oh, would they yield to pity's deep-wrung cry.

Then, then, what mighty store of human good 

And happiness would 'scape destruction's flood ; 

What lacerations of the soul be spared ; 

What griefs, to hearts for peace and joy prepared; 

What seas of tears, what fields of bleaching bones ; 

What diapason deep of woe-wrung groans ; 

What deeds of guilt and shame, which good men mourn. 

But base and vile to pelf or pastime turn ; 

Which modesty and pity dare not tell ; 

But raise the gloat of fiends, and shouts of hell ! 

It may not be ! vain wish; vain hope I A dream. 
That melts and fades before the morning beam ! 
Yet, what frail man, wHom sins and lusts deform. 
Cannot, or will not do, God can perform ! — 
Yes, there shall come a time, — Chasten, great Lord 
Of peace, the eternal promise of Thy Word; 
(Nor, now, perchance remote !) let that blest morn 
Upon Thy blighted, seared, creation dawn ! 
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Brings bring that hour^ which^ with the vision fiied. 

Bards'^ saints'^ and prophets^ inmost soul desired ; 

That glad MilleniaL Jubilee, those years^ 

Bich harvest of our long-sown griefs and tears ; 

When this soiled earthy (yet work, once how divine !) 

Shall with a renovated glory shine ; 

Its copious products &om a genial soil 

Yielded, not wrung with life-exhausting toil ; 

Effaced the sin-inflicted bUght and stain. 

And Eden^s bloom and verdure come again. 

Yes, e'en Thy heaven shall glow with brighter hue. 

More boon the teeming shower, more soft the dew; 

No noxious vapours its fair face deform.

Then Thou thy sorrowing creatures' cry wilt hear. 

Then dry, as only Thou canst dry, their tear ; 

Brother no more shall thirst for brother's blood. 

Ambition, lust of conquest, be subdued ;

The demons of man's strife in chains be laid ;

Bid war, invasions, rapine, havoc, end;

And all but Heaven's eternal joys be found ! 

Brief be the record now of what ensued. 
The course that Israel's severed state pursued, 
Its disobedience, idol-rites, and blood. 
Till overwhelmed and sunk in ruin's flood. 
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Yet, say we, severance did it ? Heaven's own hand 
Sanctioned and owned the sundering of the land ; 
The breach and rupture had a righteous cause, 
Abuse of regal powers, stretched, broken laws ; 
And — ^more — ^must in those chastisements be sought. 
Which faults ancestral on the nation brought. 
The kingly Jeroboam, called to sway 
By Heaven, had he Heaven's voice but learnt if obey.

But sinful polity, and idol-rite. 
Soon his bright prospects clothed with thickest night, 
The people's alienation from his sway, 
Tearing, while to their temple they a way 
Could, through his rival's hated kingdom, find.

Their soul should grind in chains, in toil, in grief ;

In pallor, pain, in langour, weariness.

A destitution total and entire? 
Behold it here ! See one, whose mighty prayer 
Had closed the liquid skies ; and was again. 
By the same Heaven-compelling agency. 
To draw to earth their streams ; who bore within 
A power (Heaven-delegated) that could raise 
From the parched sand a palace for his dwelling ; 
And, with a word, o'erspread with delicates 
His lavish board ; now — save the sordid garb 
That clad him, but perchance defended iU 
From the day's burning beams, or nighf s chill blast — 
Called, in the wide creation, nought his own; 
Nor found on earth, besides the little space 
His footsteps pressed, shelter, or food, or rest ! 
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Yet still his faith failed not : he heard behind him 
A guiding voice ; and took his lonely way

And for a while snbdaed the body's wants : 

When, lo I in distance, on the sultry sky, 

(No fable this, for childhood coined — no tale 

IVom legends dim, or feigned mythologies ;

And truths occult;) borne on the distant sky. 

Specks — ^forndess first — ^then, nearer, and more near, 

Sevealing broad-spread pinions — birds were seen. 

Of nature ravenous ; yet now, not bent 

(As is their wont, midst wastes inhospitable. 

By instinct urged, or by some sense acute 

Of eye or smell) to goi^ on offal dire. 

The desert-perished corse of beast or man ; 

But, with officious wing, duteously bearing 

Supplies of food, by their own hungry beak 

Untouched, to lay them at the Prophet's feet. 

Yes, and not such alone as had sufficed 

Feebly to keep in movement life's frail springs. 

But that— oh pity mat.chless, love divine ! — 

Which yielded comfort, nutriment, and strength. 



Oh, rich repast ! Oh sweetness never found

Oh heart, which selfishness has ossified. 
And luxury turned to stone ! Thou who hast spent

Sweet moments I happy household ! shrined and sealed 
By heavenly favour ; fed with heaven-given bread ; 
Kept, amidst strifes abroad, in home-found peace ! 
Sweet moments, yet how brief ! Continuous rest, 
Or long. Heaven yields not here. The trembling wave 
Settles, and basks, in the soft beam, its hour: 
And then the gust returns, and once again 
Euffles the mirrored calm. That gentle youth ; — 
Whether the death-reprieve, abrupt and sharp. 
Overwrought his sentient spirifs slender springs; 
Or the attenuated frame brooked ill

'Twas faithful Obadiah — ^he 
Who, midst a realm's apostacy. 
Within a court to idols given, 
Still kept his fealty to Heaven ; 
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And, while he earthly rule obeyed, 
God^s higher dues unswerving paid. 
Nor this alone ; but — oh fair deed ! 
Which gathered saints, one day, shall read.

And traced in characters divine ;

" To Carmel's Mount : there shall be showu 
^' To whom belongs of right Heaven's throne ; 
" Shown, whether Baal still shaU be adored,

'Twas done : on Carmel's Mount they stood. 
Which sheer o'erhangs the briny flood ; 
Where erst Jehovah's altar glowed. 
And priests in solemn worship stood ; 
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But now rade peaks looked sternly down^ 

As on the apostate realm to frown ; , 

And hoary forests waved their boughs^ 

As if the nation^s shame to rouse.

And gods, the true and false, for empire fight : 

While He whom heaven of heavens cannot enclose 

Laughed at the puny efforts of His foes ; 

Galled powers celestial with Him to deride. 

And to His champion heavenly arms, unseen, supplied. 

Beside their altars, pranked and new, 
A vain, fantastic, motley crew ; 
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Cannings and trickery^ and grimace^ 
And baser passions in each face ;

Swift was the idol's altar spread. 
And on it swift the offering laid. 
With uncouth rites and munmieries sly

They watched in vain ; untouched with ray

Yet slept the wayworn persecuted saint ;

And on his curtained eye, and sleep-bound ear. 
Swept sights and sounds celestial ; while each sense

Still by his side, with looks of pitying love. 
As a fond nurse bends o'er her sleeping charge. 
To fend from ills, and interruption rude 
Of healing rest, the watchful cherub sat ;

Tempests, and earthquakes, His eternal laws ; 
And, with their God, to knit in solemn bonds 
That sacred covenant, immutable 
On His part, but on theirs, blown to the winds ; 
Efi'aced, like characters in shifting sand. 
How soon 1 He paused ; and knew, by secret impulse^ 
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That he to that great audience-seat was called ; 
To stand before the Majesty of Heaven^ 
And wait His high behests. 

Beneath the roof 
Of a dark cave he stood. He stood alone : 
No mortal foot^ save his^ trod those stem wastes : 
No mortal sound roused echo from the rocks^ 
And high-arched vaults. All being seemed to wait^ 
Intent^ the mighty conference, and hold 
The breath of expectation. Savage beasts. 
That roamed those rude domains, now slunk from view ; 
And the fierce tenants of the high-piled clouds 
Stayed their marauding wing and towering flight. 
Nor dared to gaze upon the solemn scene. 

Deep was the stillness ; and it bid, at once. 
The Prophet gird his spirit, and prepare 
Por the great colloquy. Oh, how may thought 
Explore and fathom those self-communings ; 
That solemn search, that retrospective gaze 
Into the pregnant past P His being's scope 
And grasp, hopes, purposes, life's wondrous story, 
Spread, as a map before him. Pilled was his soul, 
Pressed down the inmost man ; yet not overborne 
By trembling, hopeless dread. Pull well he knew 
His native taint and primal stain ; he knew 
His bosom fault, his warped and biassed will ; 
Paith from her slumbers woke ; and pleas for fear 
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And flighty which potent seemed^ were now found weak : 

He knew his powers to mighty ends bestowed ; 

His spirit heaven-informed to heavenly aims : 

Well had he scanned the interval and gulf 

Between the mortal and the Infinite, 

Who there t' arraign him came — the child of dust, 

And Him who WAS before Time took his course : — 

All this he knew, he felt ; but he, too, knew. 

That high as Heaven overspreads this puny earth. 

So is Jehovah's mercy great; as far 

As east's immeasurable space transcends 

The searchless west, so far He casts away 

Man's utmost guilt ; and*, as a father's love 

Yearns towards his child, the pity of their God 

O'erflows to them that fear Him. And — ^yet more — 

By sweet iUapse prophetical, he knew 

Who was to stand as hostage 'twixt man's sin 

And justice infinite ; who pay, in coming times. 

The bleeding ransom for his sumless debt : 

What wondrous scheme, what plan inefl^able. 

Had been evolved in the Eternal councils. 

To raise a race seduced, polluted, lost. 

To life and immortaUty and heaven. 

This, as a golden chain from thence, sustained 

His sinking soul ; this was his panoply 

And covering shield ; this placed, immoveable. 

His feet upon the everlasting hills I 
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And now, as pomp of heraldry proclaims 
Some mighty presence, waited for by crowds 
In silent breatUessness ; a voice was borne 
Into the prophets ear and soul, and told 
His Lord^s approach. Few were the solemn words, 
(As Deity beseemed ;) '^ What doest thou, 
Elijah, here ?" alone was said. Alas ! 
Was it infirmity of spirit, grief, 
The overflowing bitterness of heart. 
That waked the prompt, self-justifying plea; 
That bade him urge to an omniscient eye. 
His jealousy for God, the Lord of hosts ; 
The peoples breach of covenant ; overthrown 
His altars, slaiu His priests ? — " And I, alone 
" Left, and my life is sought 1^' — ^No answer, then, 
Jehovah gave, no replication deigned; 
But bade him change his standing place and wait. 

Upon a broad and massy rock he stood. 
And viewed the wond^rous panorama o^er. 
Loftier and ruder towered the jagged peaks ; 
In mightier masses, pile on pile, the rocks 
Fantastic lay. Deeper and darker frowned 
The murky caves. All told — ^within, without, 
Above, beneath, around — ^his God was near.

He looked ; a sudden darkness clothed the heavens ; 
Forth from their airy magazines the winds 
To conflict rushed with desolating wings; 
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In voUied blasts, in eddying whirls, they smote 
The mighty peaks ; hurled, as autumnal leaves, 
The rocky masses ; heaved, in columns huge, 
The drifting sands ; and roused to hollow groans 
The yawning caves. Unmoved Elijah stood ; 
He knew his God the clouds His chariot makes. 
But not in hurricanes and tempest comes. 

Again he looked ; lo I on all sides the earth 
With throes convulsive heaved, as if the day 
Of doom were come. Vast fissures, which might hosts 
Have sucked to swift destruction, sudden gaped ; 
The ponderous rocks shook to their deep foundations ; 
And the tall peaks bowed like the forest pines 
Before the blast. Yet still Elijah knew, 
Jehovah with His earthquakes shakes the world. 
But He Himself dwells not within their throes. 

Still looked he forth ; crimsoning the earth and air, 
A mighty fire, self-kindled, as of cities 
Engulphed in flame burst forth. The fiery flood 
Boiled o'er the arid plains, and shapeless rocks. 
And .to its centre scorched the calcined soil. 
Still flrm the prophet stood, for well he knew, 
(Yea, locked the truth within his inmost heart) 
The Lord of peace and love comes not to man 
In storms, in earthquakes^ in consuming flames, 
(Though all He use, as instruments, to melt 
To penitence, and l^reak the stony soul ;) 
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He in eternitv's recesses dwells. 
The high^ the holy place ; but His choice seat 
Makes in the contrite heart, the hamble spirit^ 
And his that trembles at his God's rebuke. 

Hushed was the tempest^ stilled the throes 
And heavings of the earthquakes^ quenched the flames : 
Peace reigned o'er earth and sky. In solemn silence 
Elijah yet the mighty advent waits ; 
When lo ! into the deep recesses of his soul 
A stilly small voice was borne ! 
— No fine-drawn chord, trembling to flexile touch; 
No tones that float from flock-clothed hills, and wake 
The echoes of the vales ; no solemn swell. 
Majestic leading the assembled praise 
In holy fane ; no sounds, incarcerate, 
Caught from the vagrant gales, and turned, by skill 
Of instrumental alchemy, to strains 
Of breathing sweetness ; none of these, nor all 
Combined (for oh, what sounds &om earth or air 
With heavenly melody may vie ?) e'er took 
With such a sacred and resistless force 
The sense and filled the spirit. The prophet knew 
His present God ; and in his mantle wrapping 
Lowly his face, waited His high behests. 

Again the words were few ; but — ^thus renewed 
The solemn question — by the conscious thought 
And heart interpreted, it seemed to say ; 
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Servant, once faithfd, champion bold, my witness 

Amidst the faithless and the fearing I why, 
" Why, art thou here ? Did I into thine hand 
" Commit my elemental stores, to yield. 

Or to withhold ; feed thee (all foodless else) 

From my own wilderness-provided table ; 

Give to thy prayer lifers mighty issues ; send 
" From my celestial seat approving fire 

To own thy offering ; make thee executor 

Of my just wrath upon blaspheming priests ; — 
" And deemMst thou I could not thy life protect 
" From vengeful princes' wrath ; place by thy side 
" My angel-guards ; or station round thy steps 

(To men invisible) my flaming chariots, 

T* oppose their powerless hosts ? Why art thou here ?" 
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'Twas thus, expostulation, mild reproof, 
Tender and gentle urged his pitying God : 
Nor this sufficed ; but when infirmity 
Of spirit woke again ; when bitterness 
Of heart overflowed; when to his grieved lips 
Arose again self-justifying pleas. 
Desponding plaints ; e'en then, no stem rebuke 
Nor harsh reproach was heard ; but, in their stead, 
(Ye saints, ye angels, hear the wondrous tale !) 
As the fond parent soothes his froward child. 
And bears the mood infirm ; reasons and pleads ; 
Subdues by love, and wins with patience ; so — 
(And how much more ! for, here, what semblance holds. 
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Drawn from earth's ties ?) the Heavenly Father so. 
Not strict to mark, not forward to condemn. 
With pity viewed his servant's faltering faith ; 
Showed how he knew his feeble frame — the dust 
His origin, his fragile dwelling clay ; 
His days as fleeting as the morning grass, 
Cut down at even. Encouragements were given, 
And words sustaining ; till despondency 
And fear, gave way to hope, to peace, and joy. 

Thus, for a moment veiled the face Divine, 
Witt everlasting love it beamed again. 
First, as the careful husbandman unyokes, 
At welcome close of day, the labouring steer 
For well-earned rest and food ; as grateful sovereigns 
Dismiss the veteran, worn and hewn in fields 
Of gory strife-war's fiery trappings loosed— 
To the asylum, calm, sequestered; there 
To spend in peace life's closing hours ; 'twas thus 
His gentle God and gracious Euler gave 
Aid to his servant, sweet companionship; 
Young hands, and warmer blood ; one, by his side 
To ripen, after fitting interval. 
For his own office, prophet, champion bold ; 
Leader of Israel's rites, guide of the young. 
Pattern of holy faith. After were chosen 
Anointed instruments, to slake with blood 
Heaven's wrath long-sufifering, chastisements deferred, 
Upon the recreant rulers, princes, priests. 
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And last — and best of all — ^more glad the news. 
Than water to the fevered frame ! his God 
Bevealed to his desponding spirit^ that^ yet. 
Thousands — to His Omniscience only known — 
Held sacred fealty to Heaven, and bowed, 
Though secretly, their faithful knees to Him ! 

Nor stayed, perchance, Celestial favour here— 
(Who ever served a bounteous God in vain ? 
Who unrequited bore his easy yoke ?) 
Perchance were then sweet premonitions given. 
Which rang in gladness through the faithful band. 
Of that high guerdon, that transcendent grace, , 

That bright exemption from man^s general doom ; 
That lot distinctive, fate exceptional. 
Prepared for their great Head; to illustrate 
His heaven-ward passage ; flood with glor/s beams 
Earth^s closing hours ; and waft him to the skies 1 

Oh matchless condescension ! pity, love 
Unspeakable ! This, this, shall fire the hymns 
Of the blest throng, and touch their golden harps 
Through Heaven's eternal year ! I, too, have found 
His love, His pity. His long-suffering grace. 
And sparing mercy boundless. I would lay 
My grateful tribute on His altar ; and bring 
(Might He accept the offering !) this rude lay. 
These humble strains, to swell th' immortal song ! 
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Once more the guilt-stained monarch was to dare 
Jehovah's long- warned wrath : then was laid bare 
His vengeful arm ; and, ere the promised rest 
Was reached — ^that goal, to which was now addressed 
The prophet's weary spirit — ^to him was given 
To launch the dreadful bolt of the long-suffering Heaven. 

Adjacent to the fair and large domain 
Of Israel's King, arose the dwelling plain 
Of Naboth's race; whose patrimonial land 
Unbroken had descended, since His hand, 
Who marks His people's boundaries, gave its place 
To every member of the chosen race. 

Chief, of this fair and fruitful heritage. 
An ample vineyard did his love engage : 
There, where the blushing clusters thickly spread. 
And slender tendrils twined above the head, 
Offc had his joyous feet in childhood played. 
And youth's more thoughtful footsteps fondly strayed ; 
There, oft, in joy and sorrow he had. trod. 
Pondered his ways, and communed with his God : 
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And when his manhood ties domestic bounds 
And, like the vines, his branches gathered round. 
There, to Jiis sons their fathers' deeds he told, 
Taught holy precepts of the men of old. 
And bade transmit the gentle heritage 
To children's children to the latest age. 

The greedy king the land's attractions saw. 
And eager sought within his grasp to draw : 
Nought, in his thought, were fair ancestral names. 
Time-honoured rights, or patrimonial claims ; 
But, with some lingering equity, nor choked 
Wholly by crimes which men and Heaven provoked, 
He offered, or with gold the worth to pay. 
Or other lands compensating convey. 

Vain the proposal ; neither gold, nor change 
For other land throughout the kingdom's range, 
Could Naboth tempt from his domain to part. 
Twined round his own, and his beloved one's heart ; 
But, with fit reverence, as one who knew 
What to his king, as to himself, was due, , 
He Heaven's allotment as his plea assigned ; 
And the king's profifer modestly declined. 

Lord of a stately realm, with every good 
By worldly spirits coveted and woo'd. 
Yet passion's slave ; all powerless to control 
The meanest wish that seized an abject soul ; 
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For a mere garden-plot — ^for herb or fruit 
Designed — denied his importuning suit ; 
Like the vexed child, some fragile toy denied. 
That vents his grief in waywardness and pride ; 
His pastime, business, duties, east away. 
Upon the idler's couch sullen and sad he lay. 

It was temptation's hour; the tempter came. 
And queen, and wife, and woman, was the name ! 
Oh woman ! When within thy gentle breast 
Virtue and grace have found their sacred rest. 
Softener of man's stern heart, and nature rude. 
Corrector of his ill, nurse of his good ; 
Who soothes his cares and griefs, and fans his hope. 
And gives his sordid aims a Heavenward scope ; 
Who strews his rugged path with peace and love. 
And meekly points his earth-bound eyes above ; — 
But, if that bosom loathsome passions fire, 
Envy, or malice, hate, or lust, inspire. 
Boldest in evil, tardiest to remorse. 
Swiftest to rush on ruin's headlong course ; 
(As strong resistance fiercest impulse gives. 
And — virtue 3ead — corruption foulest lives ;) 
Oh, from such deadly influence, power Divine, 
Shield me, nor be such deep pollution mine ! 
No ; unless wed to virtue, truth, and grace. 
Be the stern wilderness my lonesome place ! 

She came ; but 'twas no aim for kind relief; 
No woman's sympathy with manly grief. 
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Impelled her steps ; Hwas passion pent within. 

Pride for her idol, love of Baal, sin ; 

Envy of modest worth, hatred of good. 

Greed of revenge, and slakeless thirst for blood : 

Naboth had long been by the ruthless queen 

Marked, as a foe to Baal^s rites obscene ; 

And all were counted unforgiven foes 

Who dared that foul idolatry oppose ; 

Nay more — she fiercely swore, whoso should strive 

For Israel's God and altars should not live ! 

And now, with joy to tyrants only known. 

She saw her hour, and marked the prey her own ; 

Yet, fearing in the king a faltering heart. 

She did not all at once her fell design impart. 

'^ Art thou a king ?'' she cried, " bearest thou a soul 
'' Eegal, and shall base hinds thy will control ? 
" Have fate and fortune called thee to a throne. 

Nor made thy people's lands and lives thy own ? 

Up ; take thy pastime ; cast thy grief away ; 
" Thine be the land, and leave to me the way/^ 

Guilt in high places quickly agents finds. 
And facile consciences lets loose or binds* 
The fountain of authority and law 
Poisoned, all lesser streams corruption draw ; 
And when the throne a foul example gives. 
Not long the people's truth or virtue lives. 
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Yet mnst some sanctimonious plea be founds 
To bind with legal toils the victim round : 
Religion must her sacred sanction lend. 
Justice and right from their high seat to bend : 
Charged 'gainst his God and king with blasphemy^ 
Naboth, the pious, loy^, good, must die ! 

He stood condemned : — so, in His time. One stood, 
Guiltless, to yield for others' guilt His blood; 
So subornation crushed the man and God, 
Who, veiled in flesh, our world — its Saviour — trod : 
Him, Naboth, by prophetic faith believed ; 
And, dying, an undying life received. 



Silent and calm, he stood. But who are those. 
There brought, to share and aggravate his woes ? 
Those gentle youths !* What means that solemn train. 
Those weeping crowds, those guards, that two- fold chain ? 
What have they done ? Must they, in life's young bloom. 
With him who gave their life partake the tomb ? 
Oh ! can a father's pleading naught avail ? 
Oh, shall no ear be pierced by that said wail ? 
Is 9he of woman's nature quite bereft — 
Oh, has that heart no mother's pity left ? 
Could that fell womb to infancy give birth. 
That breast give food — and send such youth to death !

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Hark ! from those patient lips burst one deep cry ; 

" Be it enough that I your victim die ! 

" On me, on me, let all your wrath be shed, 

" But, oh, let those young looks for mercy plead \" 

'Twas vain ; their blood must mingling flow ; they die : 

And blood for vengeance sends its mingled cry I 

Nor long delayed. The king exultant came, 
Eager the blood-gained heritage to claim : 
Not the most deeply steeped himself in guilt. 
He seized the price of blood that others spilt ; 
Pleased he the goodly appanage surveyed. 
And plans for ornament or profit laid : — 
What solemn form before his eyes uprose ? — 
Not the red battle-field begirt with foes. 
Not the dark hosts of hell in fierce array. 
Not heU itself in fiames upon his way. 
Had so sent back his heart's blood's eager flow. 
Or stamped such ashy paleness on his brow : — 
It stood ; and gathered in that solemn form, 
(As the deep thunder rolls amid the storm. 
And the forked flashes blaze the crimsoned sky,) 
The awful wrath of outraged Deity ! 

'Twas then in tones, which fell as if from Heaven, 
The final sentence and eternal doom were given. 
The prophet thus the murderous deed denounced. 
And the king's swift-descending fate pronounced ; 
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Yes, I have found thee ! Deemd'st thou, yon piercing 
eye. 

If mine were closed, thy guilt could not descry? 

Still have thy deeds eternal patience tried, 

And long and loud for retribution cried; 

As the bond-slave his ceaseless labour plies, 

Thy guilt, with her's, thy queen's, unceasing vies ; 

And now, by her vile instigations led. 

Blood, of the guiltless, loyal, young is shed !

There dogs, unpitying, shall drink up thy blood. 

Thy sons shall share their guilty parent's doom ; 
^' None to a ripe and peaceful end shall come ; 
'' None shall be left of all that bear thy name ; 
^' None bear to future times thy guilt and shame I 



'^ And last, for her, whose heart conceived the deed, 
" To whose vile fruit thou vilely wouldst succeed^ 
'^ Learn, too, her doom ! No rites funereal 
'' Shall loyal crowds, for her, to mourning call; 
'* No holy obsequies, no solemn knell, 
" To regal grandeur, duteous, bid farewell ; 
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^' No stately pile shall monumental rise, 

" To tell where nobleness or virtue lies ; 

" Not e^en the fleeting shelter of the grave, 

*' Common to high and low, her bones shall have ; 

^' Not to the dust shall her vile relics come ; 

" The earth shall spurn them from her peaceful womb j 
Dogs — ^than herself more true to nature's law — 
Shall tear her slaughtered limbs, and gulf them in their 
maw; 

" And she — ^who could for life reject the suit

Keepmg for him, as for uncounted thousands, 

Mercy. He in the tented battle-field. 

Had borne the standard; now 'twas his to rest. 

And gather in the spoils. He had dispensed 

To hungering myriads heaven-given manna ; now 

He must the food, in rumination sweet. 

Make his own nutriment. Much was to do 

Within, without, for heaven, and for himself. 

Without, there was to mould for his high office 

The heaven-directed neophyte and friend, 

Elisha, promptly answering to his call. 

And reverently by his great master's side 

Walking in holy commune. Next, the church, 

Jehovah's witness midst a rebel land — 

The yet untainted thousands, who preserved 

Their fealty to Heaven — ^was his to feed. 

To lead to living pastures and rich streams. 

And hold their wavering footsteps in the fold. 

And last, the young; who, through the land were sown. 

In schools prophetical, as fruitful seed. 

Broadcast ; or in plantations fair up-grew. 
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As healthful scions ; these to instruct^ to train 
To truth and virtue, and endow with gifts 
For their high office^ shared at early dawn 
His waking thoughts, and jSlled his anxious care 
To midnight's hour ; while they, as still revolved 
His watchful visitations, fondly hung 
Upon his aged lips, and drank his words 
Of counsel, warning, and instruction ripe. 
As waters from the spring. 

Then, too, within. 
Were sweet and gentle processes of grace 
Yet to be consummated. Faith, that failed 
In those sore conflicts, must be brought again 
To pristine vigour ; hope, well-nigh extinct. 
Quickened to healthy life; joy, gratitude. 
Drooping, and weak, and dead, restored ; the harsh. 
Bough, and austere in mood, must be subdued ; 
The plumage, rufiSed, stained, amidst the jar 
And din of sin and passion's contests fierce. 
Smoothed and redressed, within the downy nest 
Of soft retirement ; and the ligaments 
Of earth which hold good men (nor even he 
Exempt, though, rashly, once he asked to die !) 
Must gently be relaxed. Thus his soul gained 
A holy calm, a sacred rest, a frame 
Of poise and balance, between earth's demands. 
And the great future; — ^willing to abide 
His Master's will, but ready to depart 
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When called ; the spirit samming oft 
Its coming wealth and rich reversions, yet 
Nature still lingering in the present scenes. 
Though faded, mixed and poor, wearj and worn. 
Thus was he ripened for the mighty change 
In fair perspective seen ; thus fitted for 
The presence of Infinitude ; and dressed 
In garb and attire meet for the abode 
Of holiness and happiness at hand. 

But now the hour was come. On Jordan's bank- 
Stream more renowned than aught in fables told. 
Or deeds heroic sung — whose silvery zone 
God's Church, through waters severed by His voice. 
Passed to her chosen seat ; and — ^higher fame — 
Where her great Lord baptismal waters found. 
In lapse of after time ; and Deity, 
In love paternal, through the dove's pure wings. 
Dispensed the Spirit's graces, and proclaimed 
Th' Eternal Sonship ; — on her verdant banks

The mighty apotheosis was ordained ; 
And secret impulse bid him there repair. 

Alone — applause and observation shunned — 
All unattended by disciples fond. 
Or wondering crowds — ^his pilgrim-stafif in hand. 
And in his wonder-working mantle clad, 
And garb prophetical, he took his way ; 
Nor, but for holy importunity. 
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And gentle greed to catch what scant remained 
Of his loved master's loved companionship^ 
Had e'en the faithful servant shared his walk. 

And few his words to him ; he needed not^ 
As worldlings^ called in haste awaj^ to make 
In haste their poor disposings^ and bequeath^ 
Oft to ill-chosen or unworthy heirs. 
Their sordid goods. His better legacies — 
Counsels and precepts, rules and orders rife, 
For his heaven-delegated trust the Church — 
He had long since (his own executor) 
With large increase bequeathed ; and now alone 
Eemained, with grateful faith and solemn thought, 
(Yet well-nigh overmastered,) to revolve

This frame, but clothed upon 1 This dust, not mix 
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'^ With kindred dost ; this flesh coirnptible 
" Not see corruption ! Yet, how may it be ? 
What process wondrous^ what transmuting strange^ 
Shall the great work achieve? I have conceived 
In measure — ^yea, it was my daily musings 
'^ My nightly meditation — ^it was taught 
'* By every seed I saw disposed in earthy 
" Unsightly, meagre, rise in floral grace, 
" Or fruitful increase; every torpid worm. 
In chrysalis enwrapt, wing its glad flight 
Into the sunlit sky ; from these I deemed. 
When o'er this head the valle/s clods should lie, 
" When I should call the loathsome worm my brother; 
His arm Omnipotent would call the dead 
Again, and clothe in beauty. But, to be 
One instant mortal, in the next immortal ; 
Now, man, infirm, corrupt, frail, sinful ; then, 
{" Perchance but in the twinkhng of an eye,) 
^' Like those celestial forms, ethereal, bright. 
Sinless ! Oh, how shall this weak tenement, 
This clayey dwelling — ^founded on the sand. 
And crushed before the shadowy moth — ^how bear 
Such mighty change — ^transition strange and rare — 
" Nor fall into collapse, extinction dire ? 
'^ How shall this touch, customed to substance rude, 
" Harsh, and material, be framed to contact 
" With heavenly essence? This sight, feeble, dim, 
" Contracted, pierce into infinitude ? 
'' Hearing, attuned alone to earthly sounds. 
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Jarring^ discordant— ^pen and exj^and 

To heaven-strung concords^ toucli of seraph harps, 

And hymns cherubic ? How shall appetite^ 

Sensual and gross^ be dieted upon 

Angelic food, or without food, perchance. 

Exist ecstatic P What speech shall then be mine. 

And how acquired by this slow, stammeriiig tongue? 

And how shall thought, now limited and weak, 

" Exhausted soon, and grovelling in the dust, 

'^ Be raised at once to contemplation, high 

'^ As heaven, vast as unmeasured space, 

" And long and lasting as eternity ?" 

Then fear for mastery strove ; and diffidence. 
Twin-bom of unbelief, ascendant gained : 
" And, oh, how shall I see His face, and live, 
" Before whose presence angels veil themselves. 
And in whose sight those heavens are found unclean ? 
How shall infirmity, sin, folly, meet 
" The gaze of the Omniscient ? How confront 
His purity. His wisdom, holiness. 
Pattern and source of all ? Who can be weighed 
In His most righteous balance, nor be found 
Wanting, and void ? Who, placed before His seat 
** Of judgment, nor arraigned, convicted, stand P'* 

Yet but a moment faith sustained eclipse ; 
Swift she emerged, and took with brighter beams 
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Her path effulgent. " Shall I doubt His power?" 

He cried; '' and limit His Omnipotence ? 

" Has He in vain shown to these doubting eyes 

'^ His works and wonders ? Did He cleave the flood, 

'' Make through the pathless sea His people's way, 

" And hurl again its waves upon their foes ? 

" Did he His windows open, and rain down 

" On starving myriads their celestial bread ; 

" And, for their thirst,* pierce the rude flint, and scoop 

" Translucent channels through the arid sands ? 

" Did He, to aid their arms, the punctual day 

" Arrest, and stay the moon in her bright path ? — 

" How did He, too, to these weak hands commit 

'' His watery treasures, to withhold, or yield; 

'' Refill th' exhausted cruse, and re-create 

" The slender meal ; — ^yea, at my prayer, bring back 

" The youthful spirit from its death-dark bourne, 

^' And flush with breathing life the clay-cold corse ! 

'^ And shall I doubt His promise now P Is not 

" His word passed, pledged ? May not the Law-Maker 

" Suspend His law ? Though His decree be, ' Dust 

'' Betum to dust,' say, cannot He, who passed 

" The dread decree, command th' exception; make 

('' Though not through darknesss, death, crumbling decay) 

'^ This natural body, body spiritual ; 

^' Corruption, incorruption ; take from death 

*' His deadly sting ; and frustrate and subvert 

" The universal victory of the grave P'^ 
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Then broke his spirit into a rapt joy. 
And holy ecstaey. " Begone, my unbelief ! 

My doubt begone ! I shall behold His face ! 

I know that my Redeemer lives ! I know 

He, in the latter day, shall stand upon 
" This earth ! He shall accomplish the decease, 
" Which Heaven, in love ineffable, spares me ; 
*' He shall taste death for me, for all ! Like His, 
" Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell ; like Him, 
" Not suffer me to see corruption ! Thou 
*' Wilt show me the bright path of life ! I shall 
'' Soon gain Thy likeness ; in Thy presence find 
" Fulness of joy, and pleasures evermore V 



Thus they their journey took. Prom Gilgal, first 
To Bethel was their way — place, how endeared 
To Israel's sons ! There, the great sire of faith — 
Journeying, at Heaven's command, from birth-place, home. 
Kindred, to lands, un-owned, un-welcoming. 
But trusting to the word, that had assured 
That goodly land his coming heritage, — 
Beared first to his till then unworshipped God, 
TiU then unknown, his altar. There, the patriarch, 
(Heir of his faith, yet sharing not, alas! 
The constant walk which marked the friend of God,) 
Through guilt a fugitive, repenting, found 
A pardoning God ; beneath the midnight cope 
(His star-lit chamber) saw celestial bands 
Busied in gentle office; knew the place 
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The House of Qoi, and Gate of heaven ; then raised 
Oratefol his pillared praises. There returned. 
After long years, chequered with griefis and joy, 
Renewed forgotten vows, and long-lapsed rites ; 
Dropt, for his lost, his best, his earliest love, 
(Love, that gave wings to time, was the sweet star 
Of hope deferred, and hghtened labour's years,) 
Bereavement's bitter tears ; but from her grave 
(Pledge of Heaven's pity) saved the latest bom ! 

Within the sacred spot, yet, where the first, 
Bebellious banner floated o'er the land. 
And idol altars rose ; a gracious band — 
The prophets' sons — as in a reservoir 
Collected, (after preparation meet) 
Watered, in copious streams, the thirsty land 
With knowledge of the truth, and holy rites. 
'Mongst these, the coming glory of the saint 
Had long been whispered round ; and now they stood^ 
In solemn silence, and with gaze intent. 
To look once more upon the reverend form. 
And heaven-reflecting aspect ; and to take 
A last farewell, and a last blessing crave. 

To pahny Jericho next bent^ their steps ; 
The mighty lock of the once-leagured land. 
Whose bolts, with His own hand, Jehovah turned. 
And gave His people entrance ; fastness huge. 
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Which those ill-furnished tribes, with no resource 

Of siege-apparel^ iron-headed ram^ 

The sapper's tortuous veins, or missiles dire ; 

Nor (yet unknown) fire-hurling cannon — ^fruit 

Of modem skill in warfare's horrid art — 

Had found impregnable ; yet, whose huge walls. 

Massive as the primeval rocks, fell prone — 

Not (as rash sciolists falteringly submit, 

Or base revilers of God's truth pretend ; 

Who grudge the Lord of all. Omnipotence, 

Or, impious, dare it with their puny arm ;) 

Not by subterrene flaws, or earthquake throes ; 

But by the seven-timed trumpet-blast — His breath 

Who blew. His mighty word, who spoke their fall* 

There, as in Bethel's peaceful shades, the sons 

Of Israel's Church were gathered round, and stood 

To give last greetings to their sacred guest. 

There, midst them, were worn aspects, bent with thought. 

And midnight lore ; there, those from things terrene. 

In solemn contemplation rapt ; some stamped 

With fixed resolve, and bound with iron will 

To stem encounter with the foes of tmth ; 

And some, whose chastened graces showed them formed 

For meek endurance, or the martyr's crown. 



But who is he, that from their ranks outstands — 
In the first gracious bloom of opening manhood — 
With glowing cheek, and gUstening eye, and looks. 
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As thej heaven^s courts had frequented, and borne 
Some traces from celestial aspects there ? 
And see, he frees him from restraining hands ; 
He quits the ranks that hem him ; he darts forward 
With feet of fire ; and at the prophet's knees 
Bends, with thick-raining tears ! He speaks : " My 
father ! 

Yes, twice who gav'st me life ! The meaner spark 

Who didst rekindle, and this spirit recall 
" From death's dark confines ; then, a nobler flame, 
" Immortal fire, didst raise within this breast ! 
" Didst multiply for me, and her, the bread 
** That feeds the body ; and sustain'dst the soul 
'' With heavenly food, far better ! — Must thou go ? 
* ^' Oh, how shall I, without thy counsels, care, 
" Instructions, take my lonely journey through 
*^ This snared and pitfall'd waste ? — Yet should I dare 
'' Wish to delay thy radiant course to joys 
'* And glorieis that await thee ? Oh, when there 
*' Arrived, (if lawful be to ask,) be thou 
" My intercessor, to provide some seat, 

(The lowliest on the heavenly floors)' but near 

To thee, or at thy feet, that as we here 

Sweet union found, we there may never part V* 
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On his fair head one parting blessing gave 
The hoary prophet ; sealed on his pale brow 
One parting kiss ; dropped on his downy cheek 
'e tear^he last of earth — and took his way. 
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And now the flood was reached. As gathered crowds 
Recede obsequious, at some presence great, 
And passage yield ; so, as their surface touched 
The prophet's wonder-working mantle, swift 
The refluent streapas retired on either side. 
And gave an oozy path. Thus in old time. 
Before the feet of the ark-bearing priests. 
Those brimming waters fled ; and through their bed 
The weary tribes, heartrsick and travel worn. 
Found their long-promised rest. Sweet land ! A land 
Of milk and honey ; land of vine-clad hills. 
And teeming plains ; of punctual dews aijd showers 
Early and latter ; of clear-shining suns. 
And glowing beams ; fountains and warbling streams ; — 
Yet land where entered sin, and foul revolt. 
Grief, and remorse, and blood, and wasting strife. 
Blasting, and bhght, and death ! How diyerse, all. 
Prom that fair realm which woos the prophet's feet ! 
There shall the everlasting sun no more go down ; 
No more the moon withdraw her silvery beams ; 
There, rivers pure, as crystal clear, shall wash 
Unwithering trees, bearing the healing leaves. 
And life's immortal fruit ; no tears shall fall. 
No sin shall be ; no death ! — Go, saint of God, 
Possess thy fair inheritance ! Thy fight 
Is fought ; thy race is run ; thy goal is reached ! 
Even now the everlasting doors unfold, 
And glimpses yield of golden streets within, , 
And jasper-walls, inlaid with blazing g^ms. 
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And gates of pearL Lo ! angel forms^ and wings 
Cherubic, hover to and fro ; and harps 
Of gold are tuning their immortal strings. 
To hail thine entrance, and thy welcome give ! 

'Tis done. The bank is reached. The fiery chariot 
Waits his approaching feet. The steeds of flame. 
Heaven-tempered, paw impatiently the soil 
Inferior. He takes his happy seat. 
Earth's sordid garb (unneeded, whom white robes 
From heaven's own wardrobe wait) he quits. His mantle. 
Charged doubly with th' informing spirit, falls 
To his successor; and, on whirlwinds' wings. 
He springs to the eternal realms of joy 1
